The present world upheaval reveals to us that 
we need to endeavor even more diligently and 
earnestly to keep our part of the pact that Christ 
made with mankind.

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Orientation 


HE PRACTICE of turning or facing eastward 

in worship is observed by some religious 

persons. The rising sun, or even the orient, 
the place of the rising sun, was at one time con- 
sidered to have power to bestow upon its devotees 
certain favors because of the sun-god’s heavenly 
benediction. 

The word “orientation” has several meanings, 
one of which is “adjustment to first or ascertained 
principles.” The student of Truth early finds that 
former values of things of life change and that he 
must orient himself in a new position. 

Many persons are continually called upon to 
readjust themselves to new conditions. They are 
called upon to change the focus of their observa- 
tions and to increase their ability to orient and 
reorient themselves. 

There are persons who in time of panic or 
emergency set out to do something without first 
getting their bearings, ascertaining the right direc- 
tion, becoming oriented. They neglect first to face 
God for direction. They fail to consider first prin- 
ciples—the principle of Truth, God. Their efforts 
are often futile because they have neglected to 
orient themselves. 
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Life seems to call us to continual change, to 
readjustment. If we cannot adjust ourselves to new 
conditions because of our holding to old view- 
points, we appear to lose out in life’s progression. 
If we cannot reorient ourselves readily, we find 
that we lose many opportunities and many of the 
blessings life can give to us. 

The more pressing the need for us to act quickly 
in an emergency, the more essential it is that we 
stop for a few moments and get our bearings— 
the proper leading and guidance of Spirit. We 
need to let God tell us just what to do. We need 
to consider the first principle—God. 

Do you know how to orient yourself? Before 
rushing pell-mell into any situation, get your bear- 
ings. Stop for just a few moments and get your 
direction. Still the flutter and excitement of sur- 
prise, intensity, and anguish. Feel that you are 
withdrawing from the scene of action into that 
deep inner realm of the Spirit where quiet reigns. 
The intuition of Spirit will reveal your course to 
you. You will become readjusted to the situation. 

Becoming oriented, we become adjusted to any 
change in life. We become the master of situa- 
tions. We are conscious of that indwelling pres- 
ence of God which gives us the right sense of 
direction.
